how trothfully, that the Tonchake bave placed 
one of thelr lesders, nnmed Chveng, in the 
gubernatorial cheir, The Tongh=ks heretofore 
have all heen in the sou'hern portions of Korea 
and not in the north, but now the entiee province 
of Horanghsido te onder thelr control and, 
furthermore, a body of them are on the road to 
join the'e brethren Inthe gonth. In the south, 
also In Chultado, every'hing fein thelr own 
hands, The G-vernor of Challado Is in hiding. 

The appolntment of Pak Yeng Ho to be 
Minister of the Home Office haa riven a number 
of the peonle to unite thelr forces: with the 
Hitherto hated Tongheks, The apprintment of 
Sye Kwang Pan to be Vice-Mininter of Education 
hss slso made matters worse, as no Kerean, any 
more than « fore'gner, cao understand the 
sppolntment of rebels, whore hands are dyed 
with the blood of their klns-penpla, to some of 
the hichent posts of the conntry, Sye Cha Pil 
and Sye Kwang Pon, two of the ex-rebels, have 
returned ‘from America by the last Aigo and 
already one, as mentioned above, has been

In Chohakou the Chinese ‘troops were 
dispersed, 70 of the Japanese soldiers belng killed 
and 107 of the bandits, Ten of the latter 
were also taken pitsoners.’

Some of there 
braves entered the south gate, but locklly for the 
town Fo proved himeelf to be the rieht man fn 
the right place, 28 he not only went for them, 
hut got the lot to move northward, A‘ter a.frw 
hours had elapsed the Taotal called on the 
Commissioner ; 2fterwarda he mounted his milk- 
whitc steed, and with his usual retinue, accom. 
panted by his frlerd Fu, proceeded to the gardens, 
ad'stance of 5 miles tothe east of us, where he 
had the pleasure of an interview with StA- 
kuang-ta0.
